No. 4,738,678 granted to Paulis on April 19, 1988, which teaches the 

concept of a disposable diaper and retention of a wipe to clean the user (individual 

administering the child care) after each diaper use. 

U.S. Pat. 2002/0156448 granted to Stegar et al. on October 24, 2002, which teachers 

the concept of a sanitary napkin with the addition of a wet wipe, used to clean the user 

after each use. 

U.S. Pat. Des. 334,426 granted to Meis on March 30, 1993, which teaches the concept 
of a disposable, diaper with a combined diaper and wipe attachment. 

U.S. Pat. No. 5,304,158 granted to Webb on April 19, 1994, which teaches the 
concept of a disposable diaper and an included changing pad. 

U.S. Pat. No. 4,964, 859 granted to Feldman on October 23, 1990, which teaches the 
concept of a disposable diaper, changing pad, and disposable container combination.
